From Tallinn Discloses 


New German Horror

TALLINN. 
Estonia,

Eighteen miles from this capital 
is what the Russians point to as 
evidence of the Nazis’ most recent 
mass horror — the Klooga labor 
Scamp.

This is what the people told us

Their argument is built 
ou lh® false assumption thai the presidency of 
the United States should be allowed to become I 
under certain circumstances aa instrumentality I 
of Individual authority—and to allow the dlreo- I 
lion of their thinking they mention that Marshal 
Stalin does not have to worry about stepping 
aside. They do not mention, however, th® prob­ 
ability that Prime Minister Churchill will step 
aside la due course, or the fact that Anthony 
Eden has been groomed sedulously against that 
very eventuality.
